City of Odessa, 


NOW IN PRISON, AND 
SIBERIA IS IN SIGHT 


Lowered From the Mountain 
Top Six Thousand Feet in 
Baskets to the Sea Level in 
Order to Embark, 

Odessa, Aug. 25——A story as strange 
as any in fiction has come to light in 
this city. ts 

Afler eight years of immunity from 
the svrath of Russia the mutineers of 
the Russian battleship Kniaz Potemkin 
avho wounded thelr officers, bombarded 
Odessa and for a month defled the au- 
thoritles, eventually surrendering them 
selves’ to the Roumanian government 
and then vanishing, no one. knew 
where, have now been discovered, 

For eleht years 80 of these mutin- 
eers have been living as monks on a 


holy mount, where perched upon. 'the 


heights are 24 monasterics founded 
by Russians, Greeks and Bulgarians 
in the thirteenth century. . 

For some time there had been fao- 
tional quarrels among the monks, Ré- 
cently 1,800 Russian monks, led by an 
ex-hussar ofMcer of the Russian army, 
stormed the Greek monasteries be- 
cause ofsa difference of opinion upon 
certain new Wogmas, These ftzhts be- 
came serious, so that the Russian gov- 
ernment was compelled to send a ship 
to bring home the trouble makers. 

Recognized As Seamen, 

On ‘the arrival of the monks in 
Odessa they were met by a police of- 
ficial. ( 
monk's: habit, one“of the: seamen™ he 
Avantéd to arrest in July, 1905, for 
mutiny on board the* battleship Kniaz 
Potemkin, ~~ He. oontintied his Investi- 
gations and to his amazement. he. dis- 
covered no less than 80. -.mutineers 
garbed as monks among: the :peace 
breakers of the Holy mount. ~° > 

The mutineers have now confessed 
to the mutiny, saying they surrendered 
to the Roumanians on condition that 
they should not he handed over to 
Russia.. From that time they, vanish- 
ed ifrom sight. They say: they remov- 
ed from the battleship her: treasure, 
und with {t made their way to Mount 
Athos, Where they entered one of the 
Russian monasteries, Afterward they 
were joined by -a Russian Hussar offi- 
cer whom debts had driven from St. 
Patersburg. 

Let Down In Baskets, 

The news of'¢ho Balkan war en- 
gendered in the mutincers the ideas of 
conquering Mount Athos for Russia, 


but the Greeks oulwitted them by 
sending for help to Constantinople, 
where oMeials in turn notified the 


Russian government. 

From the heights 6,000 feet above 
sea lovel, the troublesome monks were 
fet down in baskets and hauled over 
the rooks which guard the foot of ‘the 
Holy Mount. There 1s no other means 
of embarking from the mountain. 

When the identity of the monks 
was established here, they, were put 
fn irons amid greatest excitement. 
The monkish habils were stripped 
from them and they were hurried 
away {to prison, pending their trial, 
which will probably end in banishment 
to Siberian mins, 

Mhelr leader, the ex-hucsar, was 
not. on board, and it is supposed at the 
Inst moment he made his peace with 
the Greek monks and was allowed to 


remain among them.

‘Ottawa, Aug, 25—A new ‘develop- 
ment in connection with the ‘haw case 
today is the ‘announcement that T. 
Chase Casgrain, K.C., Montreal, 
P. A. Pringle, K.C.; of Ottawa, have 
been retained by the state authorities 
of New York with tho hope of in- 
fluencing the Ottawa immigration au- 
thorities to deport Thaw to New York 
‘slate. Such act, on the part of the 
Canadian authoritles, would’ save the 
New York state ofticials much worry 
and expense, 

The first move on behalf of the 
New York state authorities was made 
by Mr. Pringle today when he oon- 
ferred with the Dominion immigration 
oMcials in charge of the matter. It 
is understood, however, that Mr. 
Pringle did not get any definite assur- 
ance that the government would de- 
part trom its customary practice of 
shipping undesirables from the United 
States back to the state from which 
they entered the Dominion. 

The expectatioon here és that Thaw 
will be released on Wednesday tfol- 
lowing the conclusion of the habeas 
corpus proceedings, at Sherbrooke. 
Previous to tis deportation or rejec- 
‘tion an inquiry will be instigated into 
the provisions of the immigration act, 

The appearance of Messrs. Casgrain 
and Pringle in the case Indloates that 
the inquiry will be more than a for- 
mality and that they will make a de- 
termined effort to have Thaw sent back 
to the New York state. The scene of 
of the inquiry will, in all probability, 
be Coaticook, the point at which Thaw 
entered Canada. 

The immigralion authoritles are 
chiefly interested in turning Thaw over 
to the country. 

They are not necessarily interested 
in the troubles of the New York state 
oMeifals and if Thaw should ask to be 
allowed to return to Vermont or New 
Hampshire. It's quite probable that he 
will be allowed to do so. 

It is considered as Mkely that the 
right of the immigration authorities to 
doport Thaw may be questioned by 
Thaw’s lawyers and dhat a Jong drawn 
out legal fight may take place before 
the question of his right to remain tn 
Canada or not, is finally settled, - 

Jeromo Following Route,

Sherbrooke, Aug. 25—In view of the 
many conflicting reports published re- 
garding the practice followed py tho 
immigration officials with respect to 
parties rejected by them to the United 
States, Traveling Immigration Inspeot- 
or T. B. Willins has issued the fol- 
lowing explanatory statement: 

“persons found fllegally in Canada 
are arrested by the travelling immigra-

edding to reject such a person, he {ts 
returned to the state from whlch he 
entered Canada.

Vegreville, Aug. 25—The Edmonton 
corporation investigator, who has been 
testing the district for gas, says that 
the Vegreville gas weil is the best in 
the country, even superior to Pelican 
Rapids, according to A. J, Gould, see- 
retary of the Vegreyille board of inade. 
In an interview Mr. Gould said: 

“Vegreville's gas well hag been tho 
subject of a good deal of well-meriied 
enquiry and Interest, and, of course, in 
the regular course of enterprises that 
are ~vorthy of notice, it has also been 
subjected to adverse criticism, ‘This 
Wwe are quite willing to accept as ‘a 
compliment, for if it were really 
worthless, tt would simply share tho 
fate of every other undeserving scheme 
and be Ignored. For ourselves, how- 
ever, We are quite satisfied to walt un- 
til the day arrives when this well will 
Vindicate its own merits. and worth, 

“Rather than attempt any. defence, 
we prefer lo allow it to speak for it- 
self in the reports of those who have 
FeeSttt tested and verifled its quall- 

6s, 

“The well has been very. salisfac- 
‘torily dried and completed as a dry 
gas well, the strong flow being found 
ata depth of 1360 feet, in the peripar, 
gas bearing sand—the formation bang 
siinilar to that of the large gay wells 
so well known at Bow Island and 
MedicIne Hat. It is reported by ex- 
peris, amongst whom is the Edmonton 
Corporation investigator, who visited 
and tested all the gas wells in’ the 
country tributary to Edmonton, as be- 
ing the best well in the country, even 
superior to Pelican Rapids. 

~“The first test for pressure resulted 
in 160 pounds to the square irich, the 
second 260 pounds, and the third over 
800 pounds,_ For volume, the frst test 
gave 165,000 cuble feet per 24 hours, 
the second test gave 187,000, and the 
third from 200,000 to 260,000. 

“These figures are Iikely to rise 
both as regards the pressura and-vyol- 
ume when the well {s drawn upon for 
regular power production, according 
to experienced opinion. 

“Tt is the intention of the town 
council to pipe the gas to the power 
house to be used as fuel for the toiter 
in the municipal plant. For this pur- 
pose it 1s estimated that only abgut 
one-tenth of the present volumes will 
be required. All the remiining sup- 
ply will be available for other pur- 
poses, Hence, as it is only possible for 
power production when {t {3 mixed 
with an equal amount of air, there 
would be = available something like 
850,000 cubis feet per 24 hours, 

“The money stringency {s respons- 
{ble for this valuable asset to the town 
lying dormant, as well as our other 
projects, but we hope soon to he able 
to announce that every scheme {5 be- 
ing completed and proving a ereat 
beneflt to the town.”

Paris, Aug. 26,—The Agence Na- 
tiov sic says it is practically certain that 
both President Poineare and M, Pichon, 
the foreign minister, wilil decline to 
receive Francisco De la Barra, the for- 
mer. provisional president of Mexico, 
who recently was appointed minister 
of France, 

His position, it is added, is eonsid- 
ered similar to that of General Felix 
Diaz, the special commissioner now on 
his way to Japan, whom the Japanese 
government has refused to receive offi- 
cially. 

Keen Anxlety Felt. 

Mexico City, Aug. 25.—The keenest 
anxiely was manifested in the capital 
today as to what will be the develop- 
ment of the undertaking of the United 
States government in Mexico's internal 
affairs. Mexico's attitude is one of 
wailing, While the people resident here, 
both native and foreign, are displaying 
deep apprehension, ° 

That President Huerta. will) make 
public today the correspondence be- 
tween the two countries is now a 
matter of doubt. 

Rumors continue that Huerta is still 
considering resigning, possibly in fa- 
vor of General Trevine, but there is 
no sound basis for this assertion, 

Those close to the executive insist 
that he will not aller the stand he has 
taken, and, will await) Washington's 
next move, 

Gamboa Denies Reports -

London, Aug. 25—The sublime 
porte has apened direct newotiation 
With the Bulgarian delegate, M. Noo- 
heviteh, who has) remained in Con- 
stantinople since he went thera at the 
oulbreak of the second war to nego- 
tiate an understanding with Turkey, 

It is understeod that the Porte te- 
mains firm with regard to \drianople 
and Kirk Killesch, but Is prepared to 
make concessions in other cuarters. 

Pierre Loli, the Frensh writer, un- 
der Constantinople date, sends to the 
Daily Telegraph a vivid story of his im- 
pressions on visiting Adrianople and 
the surrounding districts, MM. Loti 
says: 

“The Bulgarians have _made of 
Thrace a desert surpassing in abomina- 
tlon everything I had been told and 
that I imagined, With what fury have 
these Christian liberators worked In 
order to accomplish so. much destruc- 
tion in a few months?" 

He describes orgies and massacres

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NEW YORK LEGISLATORS 
FACING INDICTMENTS. 


The latest developments in the Empire state 
embroglio reveals the fact that Governor Sulzer has 
no intention of relinquishing the reins of office 
without a determined fight. State affairs are now 
in a chaotic state, the different departments having 
reached different decisions as to wnich executive 
they will recognize as governor. ‘ 

“Attorneys for Governor Sulzer have given out 
a statement in which they intimate that they are 
willing to go ahead with the impeachment charges 
but that before anything is done there are a number 
of legislators who must also come under the probe 
and it is likely that indictments against different 
members of the Tammany gang will be issued in the 
near future. Sulzer recognizes that he is fight- 
ing a well organized band when he refuses to travel 
the path indicated by the Tammany leaders, but the 
proposition to indict different members of the ring 
may result in a halt being called in the impeach- 
ment proceedings. With Sulzer’s hat in the ring 
gnd an announcement that he proposes to show up 
Tammany in its true light there is a probability that 
even greater scandals will be unearthed. Sulzer 
knows the devtous . operations of, the Tammany 
gang probably as well as any other man in the state, 
and if he reaches the decision to prosecute certain 
members of the house there are certain to be some 
interesting developments. 

The real reason for Sulzer’s impeachment did 
not lie in the fact that he was supposed to, have ap- 
propriated campaign monies to his own use but 
because he refused to be dictated to by Tammany. 
The latter easily secured enough votes to guarantee 
his impeachment, evidently figuring that he would 
not fight back. Now that Sulzer has resorted to the 
use of their own style of weapons, however, there 
is a possibility that the fight wil) dwindle down to a 
battle between the ring politicians who have dom- 
fi ated the state for so many years, and the electors 
of New York. 
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BUMPER CROPS 
AFFECT MONEY MARKET, 


The assurance that the west will this year har- 
vest a bumper crop has already had no inconsider- 
able effect upon the money market of the world 
and during the past week financial agencies have 
announced that the interest rates on mortgages 
would be reduced within a short time. For the past 
tour months financiers the world over have been 
watching the grain crop of western Canada and 


have freely predicted that if it was up to the starid- 
ard the money market would be visibly affected. 
The reaping of a large crowd throws millions of 
dollars into the west and this together with’ the 
settlement of the war in the Balkans can have only 
one effect, greater prosperity. 

Various commercial and financial operations in 
Canada have been retarded during the past three 
months through the war in the Balkans, the final 
outcome of which forced the capitalistic interests to 
keep a tight hold on their purse strings. Asa re- 
sult it was-difficult to secure money even for bona 
fide investments but now all is changed and the 
west will be in a position to continue to comple- 
tion the works which it had on hand’ The so-called 
stringency has had the effect of putting a damper 
upon wild-cat speculation and in fuiure investments 
will be carried out along strictly business lines. Im- 
provements haye been set back a trifle but now that 
conditions are improved steps will be taken which 
will lead to western Canada enjoying the most pros- 
perous year in her history. The works delayed this 
year will be carried out during the next 12 months 
and numerous other undertakings will be success- 
fully brought to a conclusion. The financial string- 
ency had a certain effect but it will be more than 
offset by the prosperity of future years.

Francis Bret Harle was born — in 
Albany, N.Y., seventy-four Years ago 
today and at the age of fifteen followed 
the gold rush to Califoriia, Like Mark 
Twain, he worked in the mines, set 
type in a printing oMece and-wrote for 
a local newspaper. He was twenty- 
eight when he published his first 
volume “Condensed Noyels,’’ a collec- 
tion of parodies. The following year 
he became editor of the Overland 
Monthly and in {870 published a vol- 
ume of-verse, nuelgnidi 
ume of verse, including ‘The Heathen 
‘Chinee.” This. collection and ‘The 
Luck of Roaring Camp," spread his 
name and fame throughout the Eng- 
lish-speaking world, and in the years 
that followed he was more highly 
honored in nEgland than in his nalive 
land. He died in England in 1902. 

Edgar Wilson Nye was born in Shir- 
ley, Me., sixty-three years ago today, 
“but,’’ to quote from his autobiography 
“ol the age of two years he loox his 
parents by (he hand and boldly set out 
fur St. Croix, Wis., wheee the hardy 
young pioneer soon made a home for 
his parents, . The first year he drove 
the Indians out of the St. Croix valley 
and suggested -to the Northwestern 
railroad that it would pay them lo 
railroad that it would be a good idea to 
build to St. Paulas soon as the com- 
pany could get a grant which would 
pay them two or three times cost of 
construction. The following year he 
adapted trousers and’'—he adds, al- 
though: one must believe his memory. 
was at fault, since he vas then but 
three years old—‘cleared  twenty- 
seven acres of land.” It is also diMcult 
to accept his statement that, at four, 
“he began to turn-his attention to the’ 
abolition of slavery in he south-and to 
write articles for the press, signed 
‘Veritas,’ in which he advocated the 
war of 1860, or as soon as. the Savern- 
manpt could get around to it.” “Nye was 
always known as a modest man, but 
tlus seems suspiciously iike boasting. 
At five “he began the study of law,’ 
but he admits that his progres was 
slow, ‘failing several times in his ex- 
amination, and giving bonds for his ap- 
pearance at the hext term of court." 
About this time Wisconsin became so 
thickly settled ‘that neighbors were 
frequently.found as near as five miles 
apart,’ so he went to Cheyenne, Wyo,, 
where he was “hired as associate. edi- 
tor and janitor of the Laramie Senti- 
nel,’’ Those were happy days, and “by 
and ‘by he had won every heart by his 
gentle, patient poverty and his delight- 
ful parsimony with regard to facts. 
With a hectic imagination and an order 
on a restaurant which advertised in 
the paper, he scarcely cared the live- 
long way whether school kept or not. 
Thus he‘rose to justice of the peace, 
and finally to an income which is re- 
ported very large to everybody but the 
assessor."

Rabb} Hyamson, Eminent 


The Rev. Dre Moses Hyamson one of 


today. For nearly 15 years he has 
the ecclesiastical’ court of the United 
Synagogue of London, but he recently 
accepted a call to become rabbi for life 
of the Congregation Orach Chaim, in 
New York. Dr. Hyamson was a candi- 
date for the office of chief rabbi of 
Great Britain, but the choice fell on 
the Rev. Dr. Joseph H. Hertz, of New 
York, and now Dr, Hyamson will suc- 
ceed Dr. Herlz,as pastor of Orach 
Chaim in the American metropolis. Dr. 
Hyamson was acting chief rabbi of 
Great “Britain during’ the period of 
20° months hetwWeen the death of 
Dr. Adler and-thé election of the New 
York rabbi‘as his’ successor. 

Like so. many “other Hebrews, Pr. 
Hyamsou's parents were subjected to 
(he persecution which — the Russian 
brand of “Christian” charity imposes 
on their race, and fled to England. The 
young Russian Jew found England a 
land of opportunity and, by dint of hard 
work, secured ‘an education at the 
Tews’ College and the Universtiy col- 
lege of London. For a decade he served 
congregations in Swansea, Wales, and 
Bristol, England, and’ then he returned 
to London, where he was the pastor 
of Dalston Synagogue in Poets’ road. 
He founded a number of Jewish char- 
itable movements in the metropolis, 
and also became a+ member of the 
Beth Bin, or ecclesiastical cOurt, to 
Which cases were often referred by 
Brilish law courts for authoritative de- 
cision. Many of the duties of chief 
rabbi fell on-his shoulders during the 
declining years of Dr: Adler and he also 
wrote many volumes of essays and de- 
votional works which spread his fame 
throughout the Jewish world. Con- 
gregation Orach Chaim, in New York, 
of which he dias been elected rabbi for 
life, is probably the | most strictly 
orthodox Jewish -congregation — in 
America.

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European Labor Affairs Are 
Discussed in London Letter 


Considerable Unrest in Great Britain—Growing Use of Soldiery by 
the Government Provokes Increasing Resentment—Big 
London Building Strike is Threatened. 


(Special ‘Correspondence.) ‘ 
London, Aug, 23—A very consider- 
able amount of industrial unrest is evi- 


ident at the present time in this coun- 


try. ‘Phere is of course an entire ab- 
sence of strikes of the far reaching 
character thal we have been accustom- 
ed to during the past two years. The 
miners and the railwaymen are paying 
more attention to their union organiza- 
tions just now than lo open acts of in- 
dustrial warfare and they are certainly 
achieving some very new resulls in 
the way of extraordinary influxes of 
new members. In this way they are 
building up gigantic reserves for their 
next struggles which are by no means 
far away. Miners and railwaymen 
are everywhere animated by a fine 


spirit of solidarily, and progress and 


it takes their officials all their time 
to keep them from local sympathetic 
strikes Whenever any other section of 
their fellow workers is allacked. 

Apart from these big sections, how- 
ever, there is, as mentioned above, 
perpetal campaigning in the open 
fleld. The men employed at the docks 
unloading — ane 
loading ships, are amongst the most 
inflammable of all trade unionists © In 
this country now, and they are resol- 


‘ulely setting to work in district after 


district to improve their position. The 
strike of dockers, as they are called, 
at Leith, Scotland, has become very 
acute. The government gol severely 
frightened and in the end actually de- 
spatched war ships to the harbor 
there and landed bluejackets to help 
the police preserve “order. So far 
from this display of force having any 
effect, however, it simply brought out 
other sections of workers who, in 
Leith as elsewhere in the country, 
show a great resentment to the use 
of military or naval forces in labor 
disputes. It will be remembered how 
the government. brougitt troops to 
London atthe time of the great trans- 
port strike of a year-or 50 ago. The 
transport workers Will never forgive 
them.. Such things as these have been 


the cause of the various “Don't 
shoot” propagandist campaigns . that 
have been at different ‘times In the 


last year or two conducted in this 
country. It cannot be. said, however, 
that the soldiers here show themselves 
very fertile ground for such propa- 
ganda, SUIl ‘the work goes on and 
the net result of the greater use of 
force by the government in suppres- 
sing some of the outward manifesta- 
tions of inward industrial unrest — is 


that strikes tend to become more 
quickly violent ‘than was the case 
earlier. By and bye it may De Uriven 


home to the dulled preceptions of the 
cabinet that here, as elsewhere, force 
is no remedy for crying social and in- 
dustrial evils. 

This strike at Leith is now in its 
fourth week and the men are only out 
for two cents. per hour. Gradually 
the docks are becoming congested. 
Quay space is fully taken up and there 
is a KiMculty in getling shed accom- 
modation. Some classes of goods have 
been lying at the docks since shortly 
afler the strike began. It is only 
really within the last day or two. that 
any cargoes have ‘been loaded at 
Leith. About i0 or 50 vessels have 
been laid up and there has been prac- 


tically no export of coal. Some steamt- | 


ers on the Scottish coast trade have 
been wept running for the convenience 
of passengers, bul have been doing lil- 
tle or no cargo work. The majority of 
the passengers services have been sus- 
pended from Leith, including those to 
London, 


At a mass meeling of Hull dockers 
on July 24 it was announced that the 
shipowners had agreed to a general 
advance of one cent per hour in the 
Avages of laborers, and that day grain 
workers who had hitherto been paid 
$4.62 per day up to 6 o'clock are to 


receive $1.62 up to 5 o'clock and 
$4.75 If they work until 6 o’clock. 


In announcing the terms the leaders 
of the men stated that if they wanted 
to stop. work at 5 o'clock they 
should do so, No one would prevent 
them. The men accepted the terms, 
and agreed to return to work. The 
strike is therefore at an end. 


At the height of {ts tourist and holiday 
season Edinburgh has been completely de- 
prived of tts car service by a’ strike of 
tramyyaymen :who, to the number of 4680 
ceased work on July {8th.

The question of political action by our 
trade unions Is being rather vigorously de- 
bated at the present time, partly In connec- 
tion with the votes that are taking place 
on the question of levies for financing the 
parliamentary labor party. Generally these 
votes are golng in favor of Such support 
being given, but only a very small propor- 
tion of the members are yoting at all, A 
Sood typical case is that of a vote con- 
cluded this week by the United Kingdom 
Society of Coach Makers,~ With 10,402 
members, just over 2,000 voted in favor of 
a 25 cent. levy a year and 1,233 against, 

The International Miners’ Congress that 
Is being held in Karlsbad, Austria, 18 the 
largest ever held. On no previous occasion 
had the British contingent amounted to 
eighty-one delegates, The Austrians, 
though in: their own country, only send 
lwenty-nine delegates .and the Gerrans 
fifteen. France is represented by twelve, 
seven, Poland by six, the 
United States by three, and Holland by one 
delegate. There were in all only ninety- 
three delegates last year at Amsterdam, 
while this year there are 154 delegates at 
Karlsbad. But the number of delegates 
does not affect the voting, as this is taken 
by the numbers represented, and not by 
the number of nationalties or of represen- 
latives. The principal interest of this con- 
Bress, so far as the general public 1s con-

It is at the opening. sitting of the con- 
gress that an opportunity occurs of dealing 
With such general subjects as peace and 
war. . The first to speak was Ilerr Jarolito, 
an Austrian, because the Austrian law (loes 
not allow foreigners to open congresses, 
but he soon handed over the presidency to 
Robert Smillie, Herr Schafer, the presl- 
dent of the local Jabor organization, then 
spoke on the Balkan war and the increase 
of European armaments, He declared that 
the workers must resist by every means 
all warlike tendencies, 


Mr. Smillie, as president of the Miners’ 
{nternational Cominlttee, was more precise 
and emphatic. He said that at the Am- 
Sterdam congress «a resolution had been 
carried in favor of arbitration instead of 
war; and, apart from labor organizations, 
there was an organized international peace 
party, But when the press started a war 
Scare it was soon swept off its feet. Tho 
workers alone could prevent war, and no 
class was so thcroughly interested In the 
preservation of peace. There. was two 
ways of doing this, First, so to organize 
the workers that - their. representatives 
would constitute a majority in the leading 
Parliaments. of the world. Secondly, and 
until such time as this could be done, or- 
ganized Jabor had the means of rendering 
war impossible, Even the delegates assem- 
bled in the congress, without going any 
further for outside help, could stop war by 
/ Stopping the output of coal. If two great 
{nations were drifting towards war the 
miners should= summon an Internationa! 
cohference; and, if nothing else. availed, 
then all miners should stop working till 
| Deace was established,

“In spite of the fact that the coun- 
(ry around Hudson's Hope has never 
been surveyed nor thrown open to set- 
ement, there are fully 100 families 
oceupying land in the immediate vieini- 
ty of the post, and in addition to these 
there are hundreds of prospectors 
Working the country to the west, and | 
they make Hudson's Hope their head- 
quarters,"’ says Mr. oS, R.. Charles, 
who has just returned from that coun- 
try on his way through to the east, 

Mr. Charles, who was formerly a 
resident of Chicago, but is now living 
at Hudson's Hope, arrived in the oity 
on Saturday en route to his former 
home in the Windy City. He has been 


yin the north country since the first of 


the year, and is greatly delighted with 
conditions as he found them. On his 
way out from Hudson's. Hope he made 
a record trip. From Hudson’s Hope to 
Peace River Crossing he travelled 
alone on a raft, the first that he had 
ever operated and made the trip in 
two and one-half days, where oki river 
men assured him ¢hat he would re- 
quire at least three days for the jour- 
ney. 
Vegetation Advanced, 

Mr. Charles states that veget«tion 
is much farther advanced in that dis- 
triot than it is in the section around 
Edmonton. Vesetebles and what grain 
hasbeen planted have heen harvested 
With very’ satisfactory results. . At 
the present time there are about 100 
persons at Hudson's Hope, 50-or 60 
of thesa being loeated on land which 
is now surveyed Dut not open for entry 
while the remainder are squatting on 
unsurveyed territory, 

Speaking of the Hudson’s country 
as a teld for stock raising Mr. Charles 
states that amore perfect spot could 
not be found. The pasturare is es- 
peaially luxuriant and the weather-is 
such as to allow of cattle ranging the 
entire year. At this oint- the chinook 
winds sweeping throush the Pine Pass 
and Laurier Pass have no inconsider- 
ale effect upon the climate. 

Mr. Qharles leaves tomorrow for 
Chicago, where he will remain during 
the winter, returning early next spring 
and brinsins w¥h }im twa of his sons, 
vho will locate with their father in 
the north country.
